He 
stated  about  ^^0%  of  the  employees  of  the  U,  S.  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  are  in  field  offices.  "Not 
much  farming  or  consumer  work  is  done  in  Washington, " 
he  said.

be  taken’ care  of,  while  private  industry  expects  to 
grant  these  small  leave  periods  vrithout  thought  of 
charging  it  against  vacation  time.  Industry  some- 
times gives  surprise  bonuses  to  workers,  T'iiich  the 
Government  cannot  do  because  Congress  must  approve 
first  all  aspects  pertaining  to  Government  workers." 

"HoYfever,  it  is  an  honor  to  be  employed  by  our 
Federal  Government,"  he  said,  "and  serving  in  this 
capacity  is  a privilege," 

"Each  individual  vrorker  represents  the  Department, 
he  said,  "and  each  should  strive  to  make  good  his  re- 
presentation of  the  Y/hole  Department,"  he  concluded.

ant Director  for  Manage- 
ment, through  the  co-ortesy 
of  the  Southwestern  Bell 
Telephone  Company,  Dallas, 
Texas . 

Such  points  as  seeming 
indifferent  to  the  caller’s 
words 3 leaving  your  desk 
without  telling  anyone 
where  you  are  or  when 
you’ 11  return;  calling 
from  memory  when  not  sure 
of  the  number;  cheiYing 
gum  while  talking;  saying 
"Thank  You"  and  "You're 
welcome;"  using  the  cus- 
tomer's name  (There  is  no 
sweeter  music  to  a custom- 
er than  the  sound  of  his 
o\m  name — it  sounds  cord- 
ial); were  portrayed  by 
human  characters  in  a way 
to  impress  upon  the  seers 
the  correct  telephone  pro- 
cedure in  each  instance.

Ask  only  necessary 
questions  and  be  brief  in

in  calling — Ansvrer  the 
telephone  before  the 
third  ring — promptness 
denotes  efficiency. 

Closing  a Call 

When  through  talk- 
ing, say  "Good-^e; " 
Hang  up  gently — slam- 
ming the  receiver  is 
as  discourteous  as 
slamming  the  door.
